In one instance 
they found a family that had been leprous 
for five generations, <The females of the 
family remain apparently free from the taint 
until about 15 years of age and are usually 
very attractive for Hindoos. As they get 
married at about 12 the taint is spread to 
other families and the plague has thus been 
spread through an extensive district.

STATE CONVENTION IN SESSION TO-DAY 
AT OTTUMWA VERY ENTHUSIASTIC. 


The Hawkeye State Regarded as a Pivotal 
State and the Campaign to Be a Deci- 
sive One—Senator Vest on the Demo- 
eratic Presidential Ticket—Political 
News. 


OTrumwa, Io., June 2#4.—What is probably 
destined to be the most decisive campaign 
| ever waged for political supremacy in the 
State of lowa was Opened at 10 o'clock to- 
day’ when Chairman Fuller rapped to order

OBITUARY. 


The Funeral of Ex-Senator McDonald—Ed- 
win Forrest’s Widow. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 24.—The funeral 
of the late Joseph E, McPRonald occurred this 
afternoon fromthe family residence. From 
noon until 2 o’clock a perfect stream 
of citizens poured through the 
house to get one last passing 
glimpse of all that was earthly of 
Indiana’s great statesman. The Hendricks, 
Cleveland and Gray clubs, the Marion County 
and Indianapolis bar associations, the city 
and State officials, all turned out en masse to 
attend the obsequies, and the procession in- 
cluded fully 500 carriages, wagons and bug- 
gies, and the funeral was the largest seen here 
since the burial of Vice-President Hendricks. 
Among the visitors who came from without 
the city toattend the funeral were the dead 
statesman’s brother, Hon. James McDonald, 
and his son, George W. McDonald of Attica, 
Ind, ; Don cousin, from 
Macocheek, and 6€60W. oO. Shep- 
herd of Hamilton, Mr. Frank 
Farnsworth of Washington, Mrs. McDonald’s 
brother. The floral tributes were profuse and 
beautiful, and came from every political or- 
ganization in'the city, irrespective of party 
lines. When the hour for commenc- 
ing services arrived the house was 
crowded and hundreds of people 
packed the yards adjoining and streets for 
three or four blocks in each direction, Per- 
fect order prevailed, however, and the oc- 
casion was quiet and most impressive. The 
funeral ceremonies were conducted by 
the Rev. Joseph A. Milburn, 
pastor of the Second Presbyterian 
Cuurch, and the Rev. Dr. M. L. Haines of the 
First Presbyterian Church. Aselected quar- 
tette sang ‘‘Rock of Ages’’ and ‘‘Nearer My 
God to Thee.’’ These hymns were sung at 
the funerals of Mr. McDonald’s first wife 
and other members of the family, and were 
especial favorites of the ex-Senator. He had 
before his death selected as pall- bearers T.A. 
Morris, A. L. Roache, John W. Murphy, John 
| P. Frenzel and John M. Butlerof this city, 
and John 8. Williams of Lafayette. The 
family chose R. J. Bright of Washington 
and desired either Justice Harlan or Judge 
Gresham to officiate, but owing to the fact 
that the former could not possibly attend and 
Judge Gresham was compelled to try 
a case in Milwaukee to-day, Senator 
Vorhees was selected.

The Bank Examiner Contradicts Bards- 
ley’s Statement, 


HE WAS NOT UNDER FINANCIAL OBLIGA.. 
TIONS TO MARSH. 

Admissions Which Have Placed Him in an 
Equivocal Position—Why the Philadel- 
phia Ex-Treasurer Was Not Sentenced 
Yesterday—A Bank Collapse Becomes 
a National Scandal. 


PHILADELPHIA, June %.—Bank Examiner 
Drew very emphatically and indignantly de- 
nies the charges made against him by Mr. 
Bardsley yesterday to the effect that he had 
received money considerations from John 0. 
Lucas and Gideon W. Marsh for screening 
the real condition .of the Keystone National 
Bank. He says he received nothing and 
there never was anything which interfered 
with him in the discharge of his duties. He 
says the thrust is made at him because he 
called Bardsley a liaranda thief. Mr. Drew 
just now occupies a very unenviable position. 
The admissions with which he is credited are 
very damaging. Last week when endeavor- 
ing to explain his failure to make public tne 
condition of the bank at an earlier date, he is 
quoted as saying that there was a disposition 
among Federal officers to ‘‘give the bank a 
chance to get on its feet,’’ although there 
might lave been a ‘‘secret motive for delay 
unknown to him.’’ What this secret motive

A NATIONAL SCANDAL, 


THE LOOTING OF THE KEYSTONE BANK—BARDS- 
LEY’S 80-CALLED CONFESSION. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 24.—The suspension of 
sentence in the case of ‘‘Honest’’ John 
Bardsley wasa surprise to the public, only 
equalled by the poverty of new facts contain- 
ed in his so-called confession. The reason 
for a postponement of sentence, is the desire 
of the investigating committee to glean from 
him if possible, before his itnearceration 
in prison, the whole story of 
the looting of the Keystone Bank. In his 
**confession’’ Bardsley claimed that he knew 
no more about the affairsof the institution 
than any ordinary depositor. But that he 
was fully cognizant of its condition is gen- 
erally believed: 

The collapse of the Keystone occurred on 
the 20th of last March. Its faflure to meet 
its liabilities was a local sensation at the 
time, but by reason of thealleged itmplica- 
tion of Comptroller Lacey, Bank Examiner 
Drew and Postmaster-General Wanamaker, 
this sensation has since grown into a na- 
tional scandal, 

Wanamaker’s connection with the bank 
goes back to the fall of 1886, when John O, 
Lucas was its president, and who has since 
dieda dGefauiter to his own bank. At this 
period Mr. Wanamaker became a favored de- 
positor and a stockholder in the concern. ‘ 

Bank Examiner Drew’s responsibility lies 
in the fact that he is alleged to have known 
the shaky condition of the Keystone for some 
time before he made a move toward closing 
the doors, while he in turn is now attempting 
to shift this responsibility upon the should- 
ers of Comptroller Lacey. 

Very soon after the Keystone closed its 
doors it was bruited abroad that Bardsley, 
the Philadelphia City Treasurer, had lent to 
it over $400,000 of the city’s money intrusted 
to his charge. It was discovered that the 
late president owed the bank large sums of 
money atthe time of his death, Thecity’s 
money having gone it now became a matter 
of investigation for the City Councils, It 
took them some time to make up their mind 
to do so, but at length they undertook it, and 
the result was Mr. Wanamaker’s explana- 
tion, ‘‘Honest’’ John Bardsley’s arrest, the 
flight of President Marsh and the excuses 
made by Bank Examiner Drew for allowing 
the Keystone to continue in its reckless 
course. | 

There appears to be a moral rottenness 
about some of the presidents of the Philadel- 
phia banks. They all knew that John Bards- 
ley was constantly in financial difficulties; 
and all of them Knew that when he was 
chairman ofthe Finance Committee, after- 
ward City Treasurer, he controlled an im- 
mense amount of money, and was conse- 
quently a ‘‘good man to Keepin with.’’ Yet 
bank president after bank  presifient 
swore before the committee to discounting 
notes for ‘‘Honest’’ John, and nearly all 
wound up by saying he owed them $8,000, $10, - 
000, or other amounts, whatever tiey might 
be. There is not a Dank holding a city de- 
posit in which Bardsley did not keep an ac- 
count. Beginning when he was Chairman of 
the Finance Committee of City Councils, he 
milked nearly every financial institution that 
was a city depository. ‘‘He wasa man of 
influence,’’ said the cashier of one bank. 
‘*He was a good man to keepin with,’’ said 
another; and so it went on, 

Meantime the collapse of the Keystone 
brought ruin to another Philadelphia con- 
cern, the Spring Garden National Bank, and 
when its doors were closed it was found that 
Bardsley had been a depositor there also to 
the amount of $144,000 of the people’s money, 

When arraigned and confronted with the 
evidence, Bardsley pleaded guilty to deposit- 
ing public funds in violation of law and re- 
ceiving interest thereon for his personal ben- 
efit.

Finally 
he tapped the pool-seller on the shoulder and 
Burgdorfer got up. ‘*Bets are closed on 
Eastern races,’’ said he. The crowd 
yelled and rushed after Tracy and his 
prisoner, stumbling over each other, and 
shouting encouragement to Burgdorfer, A 
hack stood in frontof the place. Detective 
Tracy put Burgdorfer in, and then followed 
him. Arthur Furber next stepped in, and 
Al Davis sat by him. The four drove tothe 
Four Courts, where Furber went on Burg- 
dorfer’s bond, and he was released. 

Betting will continue in allthe pool rooms 
on Kansas City races, but there will be no 
more books made on Eastern races until this 
case is decided.

Corporations Will Not Fight. 

Foreign corporations, doing business tn St. 
Louis, do not seem inclined to enter upona 
fight with the State by resisting the enforce- 
ment of the new laws, compelling them to 
make reports to the Secretary of State. 

One of those laws came under the head of 
**Foreign Corporations’’ inthe session acts 
and was published by the Post-Dispatrcu 
Sunday. It wasthefirst intimation many of 
them had received of the existence of the law 
and several directors’ meetings have been 
held since Sunday to discuss it. 

Manager J. C. Simpson of the Consolidated 
Ooal Oo. said to-day: ‘‘Our company will 
comply with the law fully and unreservedly. 
We see no reason whyit should be re- 
sisted.’’

President of the Bimetaliic 
Mining O©o., said: ‘‘Our company has 
always paid the State every cent 
of taxes due it, and we see no reason why we 
shouldn’t furnish them reports, if they 
wanted. We’llcomply with the law, with- 
out question.’’ 

Mr. Fusz is Tresaurer of the Granite Moun- 
tain Co., and he says that company will also 
comply with the law. 

Under the general head of ‘‘Corporations’’ 
there is another law which applies to foreign 
corporations. It has also been generally 
overlooked. It requires those corporations 
to file with the Secretary of State by July 1a 
statement of their gross and net earnings, 
the value of their property and the 
amount of taxes pald by them. The 
penalty for not complying with this law is a 
fine of $1,000 and the Secretary of State ts 
required to call to the attention of the prose- 
cuting officers the violation of this law by 
Aug. 1. The pretecuting attorney must then 
bring suit at the next term of court. 

The two laws in their general intent are 
about the same. The Legislature wanted to 
obtain full information about the property- 
holdifig and tax-paying of the corporations. 
But the last law makes it necessary for the 
compgnies to file thelr reports by July 1, 
whereas the first gave them until Aug. 1. 4 

Andrew M., Sullivan, who is a 
corporation attorney and the law- 
yer of the Commercial Building OCo., 
says that corporations generally will con- 
sider neither of the laws onerous and the 
Secretary of State will not find it necessary to 
bring suit unless some of the companies 
overlooked it.

Mystery Surrounds the Terrible Crime 
Near Peirce City, Mo. 

PEIROw CITY, Mo., June 4,—The reyolting 
incidents of the outrage and murder of Miss 
Sarah Campbell, the 17-year-old daughter of 
Mr.Terry Oampbell, a farmer living on the 
Carthage road, near the little village of 
Ritchey in Newton County, has produced a 
sensation unequaled by any criminal event 
‘that has ever occurred in this part of the 
State. 

As telegraphed to the Pos?-DISPATCH on 
the following day, Miss Campbell on last 
Saturday morning wag sent to Ritchey for 
the mail and family supplies. Miss Campbell 
made her purchases and had reached 
a point about one and a half miles 
on her way home, and at this most 
lonely and desolate point on the road, was 
waylaid, taken into the tangled under-brush 
and outraged. Her throat wascut from ear 
to ear and her hody showed long, deep cuts 
across the breast and abdomen. As the young 
lady did not arriye home ag soon as 
expected her father he to look for her, 
and her dead body was found Sunday even- 
ing by Newton Hardy and George Armstrong 
fifty yards from the road. 

The condition of the girl’s clothing, which 
was almost torn from the body, with shreds 
of her dress caught by the underbrugh, 
showed that she had not given up her life 
without a severe struggle. The young mon 
who found the body claim to have met the 
girl on her way home, a short distance from 
the spot where the tragedy occurred. They 
say an old shoemaker named Fleck, liv- 
ing in Ritchy, was seen going the 
same direction as that followed by Miss 
Campbell, but that when seen he was a few 
rods in advance of-her. This is the last time 
she was seen alive. 

Various people have fallen under suspicion. 
Some think Fleck committed the crime while 
others declare that the young men who 
found the body should be placed under 
arrest. The Grand-jury is now in ses- 
sion at Neosho, and while no arrests have 
yet been made, there will be athorough in- 
vestigation. Theonly clue as to the cause of 
the crime is furnished by the statement that 
Miss Campbell was an important witness in 
a murder case and that certain parties de- 
sired to put her out of the way.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL, 


A Meeting of the Cabinet to Consider 
Financia) Affairs. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., June 24.—Great inter- 
est is felt in official circles here over the 
Cabinet meeting called for Friday to consider 
the financial condition of the Treasury. It is 
on the eve of a new fistal year, and Treasury 
officials are busy ‘preparing data upon 
which the President and Oabinet may come 
to some conclusion as to mapping out a line 
of policy to be pursued during the fiscal year. 
From the books ofthe Treasury it is ascer- 
tained that the total receipts for 
the eleven months of the present 
fiscal year have been $369,808,967 and 
the twenty-four days of the present 
month (June) $23,497,000, making the actial 
receipts so far $393,305,967. With the six re- 
maining days to hear from the total receipts 
will foot up in round numbers $400,000, 000. 
The total appropriations made for the fiscal 
year commencing July 1 are $407, 266,851. 

The net surplus in the Treasury is gradually 
cypeping up, Treasurer Nebeker’s statement 
to-day showing it to be $1,566,571. 


THE PRUNING KNIF®. 

Unless the revenues for the next fiscal year 
increase considerably over the revenues 
of the present fiscal year, all 
these apbropriations could. not be 
paid. The present indication are that the 
custom revenues will be from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 less than the present fiscal year, 
the receipts forthe first five months of the 
present calendar year showing a decrease of 
$13,000,000. In addition to the $407,266,851 
appropriations to be paid out of the 
next year’s receipts, is the sugar bounty 
which is estimated at $7,000,000. This will run 
the expenditures up to $414,000,000 with an 
estimated receipts of not over $400,000, 000. 
The pension payments will be  §135,- 
000,000.and must be paid in addition to the 
running expenses of the Executive Depart- 
ments, Which figures as permanent appro- 
priations and amout to $122,000,000. In look- 
ing around for appropriations to lop off to 
bring the expenditures within the estimated 
receipts, the appropriations for public works 
of $20,000,000 presents itself. It is this partic- 
ular feature of the situation that will likely 
command attention at the cabinet meeting. 
The pruning-kKnife will, it is stated, be 
used upon this class of appropriations 
with vigor and with judicious cur- 
tailing of allexpenses elsewhere, Treasury 
officials think that while there may be an un- 
comfortably close margin to work on, the 
next fiscal year can be passed with the $43, - 
000,000 cash avaflable with which they will 
start out, in their new form of statement of 
the public debt, without serious embar- 
rassment. . 


EAST ST. LOUIS AND BELLEVILLE. 


Labor Differences Amicably Settled—News 
Across the River. - 


The difficulties between the Oarpenters 
and Joiners’ Union and the contract- 
ors, which had caused a to- 
work on all 
new buildings in East 8t, Louis for several 
days,have been amicably adjusted. The rate 
of wages for the year, to end April 30 next, 
has been fixed, the contractors agreeing to 
paya minimum scale of 35 cents per hour 
and todemand only eight hours’ work per 
day. Asa result of this agreement work was 
resumed on all new buildings this morning,

WAS NOT RECEIVED. 


The Money Given to George Bradford to 
Forward to Baltimore. 


THE CARONDELET POSTMASTER TOOK 
$1,000 OF LODGE MONEY WITH HIM. 


The Story That He Was in Hiding Near 
Carondelet Disproved—Murderer Hess- 
ler Believed to Be Insane—A Verdict of 
Suicide in the Bailey Case—Called Her 
Bad Names. 


The whereabouts of the missing. Carondelet 
Postmaster, George Bradford, are still un- 
known. Rumor had it that he was secreted 
in a negro cabin on the River des Peres in the 
southwestern part of town, but when Police 
Captain Sam Boyd made a search in 
that locality the only white man 
found was a lawyer named Linton. 
Linton beafsa strong resemblance to Brad- 
ford. The topic of the day in Carondelet is 
Bradford’s disappearance. Stories that have 
been kept secret for years concerning his 
early career are being brought to light. 
Bradford was 39 years of age and born and 
raised in Columbus, O., where he has rela- 
tives residing. He came to St. Louis fn 1881, 
ahd was given employment at the Vulcan 


clerk in the Wabash Railway office, on Sixth 
and Olive, where he served as such until 
April 28, 1888, when he relieved 
Postmaster Gould of Station B. 
It appears that Bradford carefully arranged 
a programme, which he wastocarry out to 
the letter when he was granted his vacation. 
He made it a point to borrow money and se- 
cure a reliable person to go his security. In 
this way he has made off with borrowed 
money amounting to $1,000 and leaving un- 
paid debts said to be nearly doubie that 
amount. 

It was learned to-day that he has not paid 
assessments No. 31 and 82, amounting to 
$1,000, to the American Fraternal. Chan- 
cellor Andrew Lanford telegraphed the su- 
preme officers yesterday to find out how 
South End Council No. 112, A. F. C., of which 
Bradford was secretary, stood, but nothing 
could be learned until early this morning. 
When Supreme Treasurer John D. Cook, who 
succeeded Treasurer Chas. W. Banks, tele- 
graphed, saying that neither assessment 31 
nor 82 had been paid. That Bradford 
has the money is now beyond a doubt. He 
received all the correspondence with the 8u- 
preme Council, and although they wrote con- 
cerning the standing ofthe council and the 
reasons why the assessments were not paid, 
Bradford, it is said, would destroy 
these letters and pretend that 
the lodge was on a good i$ “financial 
standing. Treasurer Andrew Wohriein 
is the one who will have to suffer on account 
of the Council’s losses. On May 15, when 
Bradford collected assessment 31, Wohrilein 
gave him a receipt forthe money and asked 
him if he would not send it by postal order. 
Bradford said that he would, and never 
doubting the man’s word Wohriein unhesi- 
tatingly gave him the receipt. The lodge is 
now bound to hold Wohriein responsible. 

The Council will not do anything until to- 
morrow evening, when a special meeting is 
to be held at Druid’s hall, and it will then be 
determined what course is to be pursued. 

About 5 o’clock last evening Wm. B. Lange, 
a prominent real estate agent who loaned 
Bradford $0 a few days prior to 
his leaving the city, swore out 
a writ for an attachment in Justice 
Meegan’s court. Constable Vincént armed 
with the writ went out to Bradford’s pretty 
little home, No. 6448 South Sixth street, and 
was obliged to break open the cellar door be- 
fore he could get intothe house. Every door 
in the dwelling was locked tight and keys 
gone. Mr. Lange was anxious to ob- 
tain the household ‘goods, 
assisted the Oonstable in 
An inventory of the goods was taken and 
Wm, Coleman was appointed to watch the 
house. Among others whom Bradfard owes 
money. are James Gaffney, $400; Gussie 
Klemp, $115; Anthony McDonald, $300; H. 
Heinricksmeyer, $167; Thos. Brown, $90; 
Fritz Diekmeyer, $40; Antoine Vert, $100; Dr. 
L. 8. Reber, $40; Francis Dorsey, $180; John 
Cummings, $180; O. A. Haynes, $250; George 
Kreig, $25; George La Rue, $10, making a total 
of $1,897. Numerous debts of this char- 
acter are also reported that would place 
the man into a debt of twice 
the reported amount. A number of those 
those who loaned Bradford money are not out 
anything, owing to the fact that he had some 
one to go his security. At noon to-day an in- 
timate acquaintance of Bradford informed a 
PoOS8ST-DISPATCH reporter that Bradford had 
gone to Cincinnati in company with 
a friend. Mrs. Bradford and her three 
children, the youngest a nursing babe 
and the oldest a boy of WW years, 
have gone on to Pennsylvania. Mrs. Brad- 
ford’s father is quite a wealthy man, having 
amassed a fortune by inventing a new fish- 
plate for railway tracks and switches. The 
police are certain that Bradford Is out of the 
city and has been since Saturday evening. It 
is thought that he will join his wife at her 
home, near Philadelphia, in a few days. 
Chancellor Langford and Past Chancellor 
John Lyons recovered the books and 
records of the American Fraternal Cir- 
cle from Bradford’s locker in _ the 
post-office, Word was sentto the Missouri, 
Kansas & Texas Trust Co., informing them of 
Bradford’s escapade. The New Advance or- 
der, of which Bradford was secretary, is re- 
ported to be financially in good standing. 


Murderer Heisler Believed to Be Insane. 
Joseph Heisler, the murderér, now con- 
fined in the jail, will probably be sent 


to the Insane Asylum to-morrow. Heis- 
ler is the man who stabbed and 
killed the negro, Albert Jordan, 
at Tenthand Montgome streets on Satur- 
day night, June 6.

They fought 
and, as Heisler claims, stabbed Jordan in 
the neck in self defense.

SUES THE BANKS. 


Richard D. Millet’s Suit for $20,000 
Deposited by His Wife. 


— 


HE CLAIMS THAT MBS. MILLET WAS 
ACTING AS HIS AGENT. 


The Litigation Rendered Necessary, by 
Mrs. Millet’s Death—How $50,000 
Was Made in Eighteen Months— 
Bernard Bottom’s Will—Inventories of 
Several Estates Filed—Oourt Notes. 


Richard D. Millet filed two suits to-day in 
the Circuit Court to recover $20,150.10 which 
he alleges belongs to him but which 
was deposited in bank by his wife in 
her own name. One suit is against 
the National Bank of Commerce of St. Louis, 
in which Miller states his wife deposited $13, - 
695.85 on July 1, 1890. The other suit is against 
the Merchants’ National Bank of St. Louis, 
in which plaintiff alleges his wife de- 
posited $6,454. on the same date. 
The money, Millet alleges, belongs to 
himand was placed with his wife for safe 
keeping. In depositing the money in the 
banks, plaintiff alleged she acted as his 
agent. He presented the certificates which 
she received, he states, properly indorsed at 
the banks May 138, 1891, and de- 
manded the amount of deposits, 
which demands were refused. He 
prays that the court order the banks to pay 
him the amount of the deposits, with interest 
at the rate of 6 per cent from May 18, 1891. 

The explanation of these suits unfolds an 
interesting story. Ricbard Millet is a 
capitalist, who has made mining a specialty 
and has been the promoter of a number of 
mining enterprises. He is an engineer by 
profession. Two years ago he was called to 
South America to superintend some mining 
projects in which he was _ interested. 
He was very successful and was 
away about one year and a half. His wife 
did not accompany him, but remained spend- 
ing the time visiting among her friends and 
traveling, as her pleasure dictated. Perfect 
confidence existed between husband and 
wife regarding money matters, Mr. Millet 
remitting large sums to her during 
his stay in South America. No restriction 
was placed on her as to the amount she 
should spend. The surplus of the remittan- 
ces, amounting to about 50,000, she deposited 
in different banks, according as she hap- 
pened to be located when the remittances 
reached her. Some was placed in banks in 
New York, some in Dakota banks and the re- 
mainder in St. Louis. 

About six months ago Mr. Millet returned 
home and rejoined his wife in the West. The 
happy reunion was of brief duration, how- 
ever, for even while the _  success- 
ful expert ~ was rejoicing in his 

fortune his wife suddenly 
sickened and died. Her death was so sudden 
that there was no time to adjust anything, 
and the money is now in bank in Mrs. Millet’s 
name and suit had to be brought to recover. 
Judge George Denison is attorney in the mat- 
ter for Millet, who is at present out West. 
Judge Denison stated that the other banks 
had paid and that he anticipated no difficulty 
in collecting the money.

BOUND FOR ARCTIC SEAS. 


The Purpose of the "Bowdoin College Sci- 
entific Expedition. 

BRUNSWICK, Me., June 24,—It is expected 
the Bowdoin scientific expedition will sail 
from Rockland-on its Arctic cruise In the 
schooner Julia A. Decker, Capt. Spear, one 
week from yesterday. The Decker is 97 feet 
in length and 23 feet beam. Prof. Leslie R. 
Lee will have charge of the expedition and the 
following will comprise the force: Austin 
Oary, ’87; J. C. Parker, °86; M. A. Rice, '89; 
wW. B. Hunt and W. B. Smith, ’90; P. I. 
Andrews, ex-’91; R. H. Hunt, F. J. Simon- 

©. 8. Lincoln, P. C. Newbegin, G. A. 

r, J. P. Ollley and J. M. Hastings, °91; 
0. S. Bich and E. B. Young, ’92, and H. L. 
Bagley and BR. H. Baxter. ’94. 

The Decker will go from Rockland to Hali- 
fax, where further stores will be obtained, 
and thence will sail to Hamilton Inlet, some 
800 miles north of the northernmost point of 
Newfoundland and the southern inlet of the 
Bsquimaux land. 

Here a y consisting of Messrs. Carey, 
Packer, Bagley, anda fourth man not yet set- 
tled, will leave the main body and goup to 
Hamilton Inlet, which is about 200 miles long, 
and into which Grand River flows. They 
will then ascend Grand River some 100 miles 
on a tour of exploration. 

It isatradition thaton Grand River there 
are falls 2,000 feet in height, where the steam 
plunges from the Canadian plateau, 100 miles 
from the seashore. The Indians claim to 
have seen this cataract, and it 
is reported that one white man ap- 
proached it from the Hudson Bay 
side. The party will take instruments to as- 
certain the altitude of the fali. These four 
explorers will be picked up at Hamlet Iniet 
by the Decker on the return trip. Meanwhile 
the main expedition will continue up the 
coast 500 miles further to Cape Chudleigh, if 
possible, stopping at Nain Okkah and other 
settiements. The voyagers will then return 
down the coast and home, the intention being 
to arrive at Rockland about Sept. 15. | 

The object of the expedition is to collect 
botanical, geological, mineralogical and 
zoological specimens all along the coast. 
Tne collége will be allowed to 

selections from the collection, 
and the remainder will be kept by 
members of the expedition or sent to other 
cabinets. Another feature ofthe expedition 
will be the ethnological investigations at the 
request of Prof. Boaux of Olark University. 
Instruments will be taken along to secure 
measurements of the Esquimaux, particu- 
larly of their head developments. Prof. Lee 
has also secured from Mr. Edison the latest 
and most improved form of the phonograph, 
and by ite means the Esquimaux songs and 
language may be caught and reproduced, 


LIEUT. RYDER’S CRUISE. 

New YORK, June 24.—Last Saturday, less 
than twenty-four hours after Lieut “Peary 
started north to ascertain if possible the 
northern extension of Greenland, another 
expedition set out for the great island, ex- 
pecting to spend this year and the next in in- 
vestigations upon the east coast. This sec- 
ond expedition isthat of Lieut. Ryder, who 
intends to explore the unKnown coast be- 
tween 66 deg. and 70 deg. north latitude. 
The expedition left Copenhagen under the 
auspices of the Danish Government. If Ry- 
der reaches this coast through the ice which 
presses against ithe intends to connect the 
surveys of Scoresby and the Koldeway expe- 
dition on the north with the discoveries of 
Capt. Holm on the south, and thus complete 
the outlining of the east coast of Greenland 
from Oape Farwell, its southern extremity, 
to Cape Bismarck, in the far north. 

Like Peary, Ryder believes in the efficacy of 
small exploring parties in the arctic regions. 
He igs accompanied by only five or six men. 
He hopes to devote a considerable part of 
this fall to the study of glacial phenomena, 
andafter he has established his camp at 
Cape Stewart he will investigate the neigh- 
boring flords with their glaciers. AS soon as 
the sledging period begins next spring he 
will start south with sledges and boats, hop- 
ing both to ascertain the outlines of the 
coast and to study the edge of the inland ice. 
He will travel south as far as Angmagsalik, 
where he will await the arrival of a steamer 
to take him back home.

BASE BALL. 


The article in yesterday’s Post-DISPATCH 
concerning the negotiations for peace be- 
tween the National League and American 
Association was the first publication that 
has been made of the news. John G. Brush 
is unquestionably acting by authority 
of the entire National League in 
asking for a compromise, but if the 
Association managers are wise they will let 
the League magnates make all the overtures, 
as they unquestionably have the older organ- 
ization at a disadvantage and cannot afford 
to let the National League make a comprom- 
ise with them like that they made with the 
Players’League, in which the latter organi- 
zation got little but experience. President 
Von der Ahe ina conversation last evening 
said that ifthe National League wanted to 
compromise they would have to make over- 
tures. ‘‘I told Mr. Brush’’, said the St. Louis 
president ‘‘That if he had any proposition to 
make he would havé to make it to Mr. 
Kramer, the president of the association in 
writing, and that Mr. Kramer would submit 
it to us and the matter would be placed in the 
hands of a committee to report on it. We 
have all the best of the fight and the League 
knows it. With the exception of one or two 
games they have not taken in their guarantee 
at Cincinnati thisyear. We have lost money 
there too, but will be in a 
position next season to make money 
there. There are certain deals pending 
which will greatly benefit us when closed, 
though what they arelIam not at liberty to 
tellnow. If there is any compromise it must 
be at our terms. We have no intention of 
vacating Cincinnati for the National League. 
On the other hand there will not be any Na- 
tional League team there. next season. 
Grounds are now being fitted up in In- 
dianapolis for the Oincinnati League 
Club, and they will soon move 
there. They have been dickering with 
us ever since the Association held that closed 
meeting in Cincinnati. Brush then offered 
President Kramer to pay us $12,000 for the 
money expended by us in our grounds in 
Cincinnatiand to give us grounds fitted up 
in Indianapolis if we would vacate Cincin. 
natifor the latter place. President Kramer 
told him that under no circumstances would 
the Association vacate Oincinnati, and 
that he would not even submit the prop- 
osition to the Association directors. 
He told Brush that it was useless to make any 
offers for us leave Cincinnati as it was a mat- 
ter of principle with us and no amount of 
money would influence us any. The League 
were now fitting up the grounds at Indianap- 
olis for their own use. While we have a 
couple of cities in our circuit which are 
not drawing well, the club there have 
good financial backing and even if they 
drop out there are other places ready to 
take their teams and carry out their 
schedule. Wealthy parties in Brooklyn are 
very anxious for an Association franchise 
and willing to take one on a moment’s notice. 
Pittsburg is also after an Association club. 
The League is losing money fast in Pittsburg, 
and J. Palmer O’Neill is howling about high 
Salaries. In Brooklyn the League is not 
drawing, and with light attendance at Cleve- 
land and a club at Cincinnati which 
is “_ dead loss, they are in a 
bad way. While we have several cities 
wanting Association clubs, no place appears 
to desire a League franchise. They are cry- 
ing about high salaries and the Boston win- 
ners declare they will not pay the present 
prices. Next season the’Association will se- 
cure nearly all the best men in the League, as 
many of their players now regret signing 
with them. What is more, the League people 
know all this, and if there is any com- 
promise the overtures must come from them, 
and so far they have, for we have made none 
whatever to them,while they have been after 
us for weeks.’’

A Scared Italian. 


There isa classof Italians in the city who 
arein constant fear ofassault since the at- 
tack onthe workmen atthe Chain of Rocks 
last Saturday.

Deputy Coroner Charles Meade was sitting 
at his desk with one foot thrown over the 
corner, his chair tilted back, and a pipe in 
his mouth, the picture of easy elegance 
when a stranger with holes in his ears an 
the odor of over-rtpe fruit about him, timidly 
entered the office and approached Meade. 

**Rosa, Rosa, she det,’’ he said with emo- 
tion, pointing out of the window over 
Eleventh street, toward Market. 

**Rosa is dead, you say?’’ asked Meade. 

*‘*Yes, yes. Rosa det, dair, dair,’’ replied 
the man, again ointing toward Market 
street or North St. Louis. 

Meade dropped his foot suddenly to the 
floor, placed his pipe onthe desk and stood 
u 


p. 

‘*Are you an Italian?’’ he asked. 

The man turned pale, backed several steps 
tothe door, andas soon as he reached it, 
turned, and dashed down the steps out into 
the street, and did not stop running until he 
was on the opposite corner. Meade rushed to 
the window, and waving his hand, 
shouted at the scared Italian 
to come back. He . evidently 
misunderstood ‘the signs of friendliness for 
threats, as he cast one frightened glance at 
the deputy in the window and then ran north 
on Eleventh street, touching the ground only 
in high places.

Meade looke for her all afternoon but could 
find no Italian who knew ofa dead Italian 
woman in any of the colonies in the city. 


Trouble in the Negro Colony. 


The trouble at the Chain of Rocks con- 
struction camp is not confined to the Ameri- 
can and Italian colonies, The colored colony 
in McCormack’s camp has been agitated 
during the past two weeks by a series of 
family feuds in which revolvers, axes and 
butcher-knifes were brandished very reck- 
lessly. The outcome was a case tried in 
Justice Mailer’s Court ,5005 North Fifth street, 
this morning. Viola Dickson swore out a 
warrant for assault against Miller Moore and 
Andy Carr. Mrs. Moore, it appears, entered 
the house of Mrs. Dickson, her sister-in-law, 
and demanded of her the return of several 
household articles. Mrs. Dickson replied by 
striking herin the head with an ax. Mrs. 
Moore went out into: the street, when her 
children supplied her with an ax and a carv- 
ing Knife. With these she started in pursuit 
of Mrs. DicKson, who had retiredtoa neigh- 
bor’s, Mrs. Williams, for protection. 

Andy Oarr, a brother-in-law of Mrs. Moore 
interested himself in her behalf and followed 
the Dickson woman into Mrs. William’s 
where he drew a revolveron her and struck 
her. He was fined $25 and costs for his inter- 
ference. The trouble is not yet over as Mrs.

Work Too Many Hours, 


A petition to the Mayor, the Municipal As- 
sembly and the citizens of St. Louis is being 
widely circulated asking fora change in the 
labor system new in force at the Ohain of 


Rocks and upon whatis known as the new 
water works. The petition is signed as fol- 
lows: On behalf of the stone masons, John 
Lysacht and John J. Schneider; bricklayers, 
Wim. Delany; stone cutters, John Mitchel. 

The petition is rather long winded and says 
a great deal about the rights of the laboring 
man, the competition of foreign labor and so 
on. The real intent of it is that the city shall 
take a hand in the matter and compel such 
contractors as are working on public work to 
work their men only eight hours a day. 
The point is raised also that on all the 
contract work inspectors paid by the month 
must of necessity work as long as the labor- 
ers do, be it eight, tenor eleven hours, and 
this is unfair. The petition is in intent a 

ood one, but cannot have the desired effect 
or the lack of laws. 
no law to prevent 
working his men just as long 
as they will consent to work. There isa city 
ordinance which provides that all men work- 
ing at per diem wages, for the city directly, 
shall work only eight hours, but this law 
cannot be extended to cover cases where the 
men are working on city contracts and are 
not on the i A pay rolls. 

John B. O’Meara, the contractor, said to- 
day: ‘‘I have no contracts on the Water- 
works now, but as far as working men eight 
or ten hours is concerned it rests with the 
contractor. The city has nothing to say on 
the subject. [hada fight about this eight- 
hour business a yearago. Iam now working 
my men nine hours under a compromise ar- 
rangement.’’ 

Asfar as could be learned this 
some of the contractorsonthe new water- 
works are working their men eight hours and 
some ten or eleven, in accordance with the 
arrangements they can make with the men 
themselves,
